John Tierney’s primary 

challengers, Seth Moulton, tweeted a devastating, 

though brilliantly crafted, image. Coined 
TierneyTimeline.com, the website shows all of Tierney’s 
“legislative accomplishments.” 
There’s only one. 
‘That’s right, since Tierney was sworn into Congress in| 
1997 only one bill he sponsored became law. H.R.1339 
(from the 112th Congress 2011-2012), which designated 
the City of Salem, Massachusetts, as the Birthplace of 
the National Guard of the United States. 
“At the bottom of the timeline Moulton placed a brie 
poll asking visitors to vote for their favorite Tierney leg- 
islation, but only offering the one bill. Ouch. 
So, in an effort at fairness, I took a look at Congress.gov 
website, which shows all the legislation sponsored and 
co-sponsored by our senators and_ representatives. 
Moulton’s correct, but there’s a little more to the story. 

“Tierney, according to Congress.gov, has sponsored 107 

bills in his Capitol Hill career and co-sponsored 2,768. Of 
ithe bills he has cosponsored, 105 became law. Quite a few 
of them, typical by the way, are commemorative coin 
acts and designations of names for post office buildings 
lin Massachusetts (though not in the 6th district). 
| On average, about 5 percent of bills eventually become 
law, though in recent years partisan bickering has led to 
legislative gridlock. Though Republicans control the 
|House in recent years, they haven’t been in the majority 
iduring the entirety of: Tierney’s service, so gridlock 
alone cannot bea yardstick for legislative achievement. 
Tierney is fighting to hold onto his seat at the primary

Little did he know that the telephone would become a 

road block to communication for many hearing impaired 

and deaf individuals. In his day, people generally talked 

face to face. Today, we can talk to our family and friends 
almost anywhere in the world on our cell phones. 

Most hearing aids now are blue tooth compatible and 
stream the conversation from the cell phone to the hear- 
ing aids. The hearing impaired person can then take 
advantage of their programming in their aids to hear the 
conversation. And, more importantly, they hear the con- 
versation in both ears simultaneously. Most blue tooth 
devices for hearing aids are an additional cost, but well 
worth the money. It makes life so much easier just to 
push a button and respond to the call. 

For those people who are deaf, there is a federally fund- 
ed program to give people a phone in their home that is 
connected to the internet. The CaptionCall program 
gives phones free of charge to hearing impaired and deaf 
individuals. On a large screen the incoming message is

To qualify for a free phone, the person must have. a 
hearing test and be qualified by an audiologist, an Ear 
Nose and Throat specialist, a family physician, a gener- 
al physician, hearing instrument specialist, a nurse prac- 
titioner, or several other specialists. The web site is 
www. captioncall. com for more information. 

Most hearing aids are equipped with a telephone coll 
This coil allows the user to use a telephone without any 
feedback or whistle. The hearing aid microphone is dis- 
abled and the speech is transmitted via the coil. This 
works, but not as well as the newer Bluetooth option. 

Of course, a great way to communicate with a héariag 
impaired or deaf friend is texting. But, not while driving 
please! Besides texting and driving is extremely dan- 
gerous and illegal. This however can be a problem if:a 
person is trying to make an appointment at a doctor’s 
office. Most offices do not advertise a number to accept 
a text from a hearing impaired person. This is when the 
caption phone is valuable. Also, there are TTY operators 
available to type to a hearing impaired person and facil- 


itate communication.

A key to slowing down the 
overdose epidemic in the 
region is to educate parents 
in what to look for when it 
comes to drug use according 
to Learn to Cope Facilitator 
Kelley Giasullo of 
Tewksbury. “Parents need to 
be aware of what their kids 
and family members are 
doing and what they have 
access to,” said Giasullo, 
“setting rid of unused pre- 
scription medication is a 
good start.” Recognizing an 
opiate overdose is very 
important. A person that 
will not wake up, will not 
respond to yelling, has blue 
lips or fingernails, or has 
shallow or slow breathing 
could be experiencing an 
overdose. Calling 911, follow- 
ing the E-911-Operator’s 
instructions, and protecting 
the person from. further 
harm are critical to saving a 
life.

Lowes.com reports. " You need to soak the lawn so the soil 
moisture goes down several inches." 

The goal is to reach the grass roots. Too little water will 
cause shallow grass roots, leaving the lawn susceptible to 
drought and weeds. An ideal soaking is about 30 minutes. 

The Massachusetts Water Resources Authority states that 
lawns should be watered when the soil is dry 1 1/2 inches 
deep. Water should reach three to four inches deep. You 
can easily check by digging your finger into the soil. 

Before watering your lawn, make sure you know your 
town's watering restrictions. Wilmington does not allow out- 
door watering between the hours of 9:00 AM and 5:00 PM. 
Above-ground and installed underground sprinklers can only 
be used once a week, outside restricted hours. Any addition- 
al water use is restricted to hand-held hoses only. 

Lewis Zediana, chief operating engineer for the Tewksbury 
Water Treatment Plant says there is no water ban at this 
time in Tewksbury, however he encourages people to con- 


-serve-water. ©"Not- just-because-it's a natural resource, but 


because excess water wastes money," he says. "Use only 
what you need. It saves money and gives you a better lawn." 

5. Fertilizer: 

Mulch grass clippings to fertilize the soil. "It's beneficial 
to the lawn," says Shaw, who handles all Mahoney's lawn 
products, shrub, plant and tree needs. "Mulching returns 
nutrients into the ground." ‘ 

As mulch composts on the grass, it recycles nitrogen, a 
nutrient which grass loves to consume. 

Shaw says most products have a four-step fertilizing plan 
for early spring, summer, and fall. "And then at the end of 
fall, there is a fourth step to prep the soil for next spring." 

The Tewksbury Water Department recommends you use 
pesticides and fertilizers sparingly and only in recommend- 
ed amounts. "Avoid application if the forecast calls for rain; 
otherwise, chemicals will be washed into your local stream." 

If your lawn is not thriving or if you have continued issues 
with weeds, consult with your local nursery. 

"It helps if someone brings us picture or puts a few sam- 
ples in a sandwich bag," says Shaw. "The same for fungus 
or growth, or if grass is looking black or brown." Shaw rec- 
ommends a pH test for new lawns which checks the acidity 
of the soil before you start planting new seeds. 

Always be sure to read the manufacturer's instructions on 
any product you use. When in doubt, consult with your local 
nursery and soon you'll be the neighborhood lawn care 


expert.

Stepan Chemical purchased 
the site in 1968. Olin arrived 
in 1980. DiLorenzo said the 
site closed in 1986. Olin has 
subsequently removed over 
10,000 cubic yards of waste, 
and they capped the calcium 
sulfate landfill. 

From 1953 to 1970 wastes 
were discharged into 
lagoons, ponds, and a man- 
made area called Lake Poly. 

Chemicals from the site 
made their way into the 
aquifer, and heavy chemi- 
cals cooled on top of the 
bedrock. These became 
DAPL, or Dense Aqueous 
Phase Liquid. 

They’ve discovered ammo- 
nia, chloride, sodium, and 
sulfate at the site. But the 
most important—and the 
most toxic—is N- 
Nitrosodimethylamine, or 
NDMA. 

DiLorenzo said that the site 
was added to the superfund 
list on April 16, 2006. They’ve 
recently added a slurry wall 
to it. 


Testing Results 
Regarding testing; their 
focus was limited to known 


source areas, and the analyt- 
ical list was limited. 
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Olin meeting reveals re-contamination

They’ve examined three 
areas: the property itself, 
North Pond and Maple 
Meadow Brook, and ground- 


water, areas one, two, and | 


three, respectively. 

In Study Area 1, the site, 
they found that the South 
Ditch has been re-contami- 
nated. At the second area, 
they found low contamina- 
tion in North Pond, and 
Maple Meadow Brook 
showed no impact. 

“There are major human 
risks from exposure to 
groundwater/DAPL,” cau- 
tions DiLorenzo in an state- 
ment to the Town Crier, 
adding that. “It’s only on the 
property itself where expo- 
sure risks to soil appear to 
below action levels based. 
There are also significant 
ecological risks in the on- 
property stream known as 
South Ditch.” 

NDMA remains the pri- 
mary chemical in Study 
Area 3. 

The EPA also tested twen- 
ty-five private wells and 


. detected NDMA at least 


once in thirteen wells. The 
maximum level detected was 
thirty-three nanograms per 
liter. Most of them were 
below six nanongrams per 
liter. Olin is providing water 
to two properties on Cook 
Avenue, because NDMA has 
been persistent. 

NDMA is a carcinogen, 
DiLorenzo said, but exposure 
won’t only come from the 
Olin site. 

“Unfortunately, it’s one of 
those chemicals that’s kind 
of out there,” he said. 

Robert Knorr, a member of 
the Department of Public 
Health, said that they’ve 
concluded a study on NDMA 
exposure, and they submit- 
ted it back in March for peer 
review. They’!l meet with the 
peer review committee in 
July. 

Over one hundred residents 
attended, and many of them 
asked about the safety of 
their properties and about 
the integrity of the slurry 
wall. 

Selectman Mike Champoux 
wondered whether chemi- 
cals could move through the 
wall, and DiLorenzo said no, 
but it’ll require continued 
monitoring. 

Gerry O’Reilly, who lives 
on Wildwood Street, wanted 
to know how long it would 
take for elements to move 
from the Olin Site to the 
Maple Meadow area, which 


is near his home. 
“Am I at -risk?” 
asked. 
DiLorenzo said he couldn’t 
speculate whether they’d 
show up there. Olin, however,

should keep testing. 
Champoux, who later spoke 
again, pressed James 


Cashman, the representative 
from Olin, on whether the 
company would be a source 
for funding. 

He said it would. 

“We won’t be allowed to 
exit this process once, this 
investigation is done, 2 
Cashman said. te 

DiLorenzo also noted: that 
the EPA has several “liable 
parties—the previous owners 
of the property—who. will 
also help with the ceouee 
costs. 

Olin takes the waste from 
the Wilmington site to-a dis- 
posal facility in the Midwest, 
Cashman said. 

DiLorenzo said the. next 
step in the process is the 
record of decision. = He’ll 
meet again with Wilmington 
residents and officials to dis- 
cuss cleanup options, ideally 
targeting a spring 2015 date 
if groundwater clean-up is 
done separately. If-done 
together, then the next-meet- 
ing will likely occur in spring 
2016, said DiLorenzo. =~ ~*~ 

“I am very pleased ~ and 
thankful that so many ‘in ‘the 
community took a couple 
hours out of their schedules 
to come,” said WERE Vice- 
President Suzanne Sullivan: 
“I hope Olin will do as asked, 
and abandon the plans for’a 
trash to rail transfer station 
for the future use of the site.” 

“The community has been 
impacted enough, it is hof 
fair, and they should not-con¢ 
tinue to punish us because 
we fought for nothing more 
than protection for our fami+ 
lies from a contaminated 
waters supply. Let's. hope 
they find it in their hearts to 
turn things around and work 
with us, not against us,” she 
added. “There's still a long 
road ahead, but last night’s 
meeting was a step towards 
the light at the end of the 
tunnel.” ' 

“I was very pleased by the 
turn out and depth of the fol- 
low-up questions which were 
asked,” said DiLorenzo after 
the meeting. “This clearly 
shows how much this- com- 
munity cares about getting 
this site cleaned up. It’s-also 
a credit to WERC and their 
efforts to get the word out.” =

WILMINGTON - The Wilmington High School JV Boys 
Lacrosse team endured a grueling season, winning only one 
game over the course of the spring.

“Spring always feels like 
one of the shorter seasons,” 
Ingram said. “And this year, 
it felt like it lasted a couple 
of weeks. The season just 
flew by. When you lose prac- 
tices, you lose chances to 
train and space to learn and 
it means you have to read- 
just your expectations.” 

This was especially fatal to 
players who entered the high 
school without having accli- 
mated to the day-in and day- 
out method of play, which 
requires a great deal of 
physical and mental 
strength to properly deal 
with. Players who cannot 
grow accustomed to these 
demands can _ crumple 
beneath the weight of athlet- 
ics and school. 

“In this day and age, we 
have a lot of guys who are 
adjusted to playing year- 
round, but that’s not every- 
one,” Ingram said. “But for 
the multi-sport guys, coming 
in every day and training 
your body and mind to be 
ready for every day, that’s 
something that cannot be 
overlooked. Young. kids 
struggle with it.” 

Also impacted by the lack 
of prep time was the team’s 
grasp of the necessary fun- 
damentals of the game. 
Without a strong grasp of 
the central strategies and 
mechanisms of the game, 
the Wildcats found them- 
selves floundering on plays 
they should have won. 

“The little fundamentals of 
baseball have almost been 
forgotten,” Ingram admit- 
ted. “When you don’t have 
that stuff down, it allows 
other teams to take advan- 
tage.” 

This violates Ingram’s fun- 
damental belief that base- 
ball, as well as all athletics, 
requires constant effort and 
energy in order to succeed. 

“It’s about going to prac- 
tice every single day and 
committing to that level,” 
Ingram said. “It’s both phys- 
ical and mental demands 
that you have to take into 
consideration.”

Ten healthy 
options for 


summer grilling

It is upon us! After what felt 
like an entire year worth of 
winter, grilling season is here, 
and it couldn't have come soon, 
enough. f 

There is nothing more enjoy- 
able then grilling a delicious} 
meal on the back deck after a) 
long week of school or work.} 
With the sun on your face and) 
drink in your hand it's time to 
bust out those Charbroil uten- 
sils and get creative. However, 
creativity does not have to 
come at the cost of your health. 
After using nothing but the 
oven and Crockpot for the last 
seven months you may need a 
refresher course on how to keep the grilling season from 
adding pounds to your waist band. 


1. Grilled fish - some of the best options are salmon, trout 
and herring, due to the high amount of heart-healthy omega- 
3 fatty acids. Lightly season it with fresh squeezed lemon 


and pepper. 


2. Chicken breasts - it is important to remove the skin 
before eating. The legs and thighs tend to be the fattier part 
of the chicken, instead choose the breast and season with 
cayenne pepper which is great for a metabolism boost. 


3. Turkey burgers - turkey meat has less fat than ground 
beef. So in theory turkey burgers are lower in saturated fat 
and therefore possess fewer calories. However, be sure to 
chose a lean turkey meat. Think beef patties taste better? 
Add some diced onions, lettuce, jalapefios and mustard and 
you'll hardly be able to tell the difference. 


4. Reduce fat - use a ane to catch the access fat and grease 
from the food. 


5. Salad - serve green leafy salads like spinach or mixed 
greens rather than mayonnaise-based salads. Sick of the 
same old? Add some crunch and healthy fats with toasted’ 
walnuts or almonds instead of croutons. 


6. Hydrate - everyone knows that being hydrated is a key 
factor in staying healthy. This is especially true in the 
warmer weather when you are sweating. Like me, plain. - 
water just gets boring. Grilling season is the perfect time to.» 
refresh your beverage with lemon, lime, cucumber, or just; 


about any fruit at all. Stay clear or soda which is packed, . - 


with unnecessary sugar. and calories. 


7. Raw Veggies - rather Instead of potato chips, which are 
typically high in saturated and trans fats, serve raw veggies 
like cucumber, carrot and celery sticks, cherry tomatoes and 
broccoli and cauliflower with hummus. This satisfies the 
need for a little crunch and is great to pick on while the Grill’ 
Master is working his magic. 


8. Smoothie - there's no time better than grilling season 
with a vast majority of fresh fruit than to make a smoothie 
for an after meal treat. Be sure to use low-fat. vanilla or 
lemon Greek yogurt and a touch of honey to sweeten the 
deal. \ 


9. Grilled fruit - grilling fruit like pineapple, nectarines, 
peaches or plums are delicious. The natural sugars 
caramelize with the heat and give them great flavor. Also, 
fruits are low in caloric value and packed with vitamins, 
minerals and fiber. 


10. Whole-grain or high-fiber breads - rather than a white 
bun or roll opt for whole wheat, or whole-grain which will 
keep you feeling full longer. White-grains burn faster 
because of their high glucose content which means you will 
be hungry sooner. Whole-grain breads also provide more fla- 
vor and texture.

+ Recognizing an area of expertise not typically filled at the 
local police level, the Wakefield Police Department is working to 
dducate its/members - and others who interact with children 
and adolescents - on the risk factors and symptoms of mental 
health problems in young people. That is why Officer Kelly 
‘fobyne teaches an intensive, 8-hour course that focuses specifi- 
cally on young people. 

: The program, called Youth Mental Health First Aid, focuses 

. On kids, teens, and young adults aged 12-25 and was rolled out 
early last year, modeled on the highly successful adult Mental 
Health First Aid program. 

Youth Mental Health First Aid is designed to pak parents, 
family members, caregivers, teachers, school staff, peers, 
neighbors, health and human services workers, and other car- 
ing citizens how to help an adolescent (age 12-18) who is expe- 
fencing a mental health or addiction challenge or is in crisis. 

’ Youth Mental Health First Aid is primarily designed for adults 
who regularly interact with young people. The course introduces 
common mental health challenges for youth, reviews typical 
adolescent development, and teaches a 5-step action plan for 
ow to help young people in both crisis and non-crisis situations. 
‘Popics covered include anxiety, depression, substance use, dis- 
erders in which psychosis may occur, disruptive behavior disor- 
ders (including AD/HD), and eating disorders. 
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signs and 
symptoms } 
of mental ill- 
ness, the 
prevalence of 
mental health 
disorders,  treat- 
ments available and 
their effectiveness, and 
techniques on how to engage trou- 

bled young people and encourage them to take part in services 
and treatment. 

"Mental well-being plays directly into the mission of the 
Wakefield Police Department. Our job is to improve the quality 
of life for everyone in town, and young people should not be 
afraid, stigmatized, or confused about what is happening to 
them," Chief Rick Smith said. "I applaud the work of Officer 
Tobyne and the efforts of Youth Mental Health First Aid." -

One in five Americans has a mental illness, according to the 
National Council for Behavioral Health, and many are reluctant 
to seek help or might not know where to turn for care. The 
symptoms. of mental illness can be difficult to detect - even 
when friends and family of someone who appears to be develop- 
ing a mental illness can tell that something is amiss, they may 
not know how to intervene or direct the person to proper treat- 
ment - which means that all too often, those in need of mental 
health services do not get them until it is too late. As a society, 
we largely remain ignorant about the signs and symptoms of 
mental illnesses, and we ignore our role as responsible commu- 
nity members to help people experiencing these illnesses.

Mental Health First Aid has been taught toa variety of audi- 
ences, including: health, human services, and social workers; 
employers and business leaders; faith community leaders; col- 
lege and university staff and faculty; law enforcement and pub- 
lic safety officials; veterans and family members; persons with 
mental illness-addictions and their families; and other caring 
citizens. 

Officer Tobyne serves as the School Resource Officer for the 
Wakefield Police Department, so she understands the impor- 
tance of this topic and sees its effects every day. 

"Mental Health First Aid is like any other kind of first aid. 
We recognize the symptoms and treat the patient in a caring, 
compassionate manner," Officer Tobyne said. "There should not 
be a stigma associated with mental healthcare, and I hope that 
the children and adolescents we work with will benefit from this 
excellent, timely program." 

After completing a 40-hour program, Officer Tobyne became 
certified to teach the program to others. In the classroom, 
Officer Tobyne teaches partici-

anxiety, depression, psychosis,

eating disorders, AD/HD, disruptive behavior disorders and 
substance use. Participants learn a core five step action plan to 
support an adolescent developing signs and symptoms of men- 
tal illness or in an emotional crisis, 

So far, Officer Tobyne has taught the program three times to 
a total of 52 professionals since February, and more classes are 
being organized. 


The program was developed by three partner agencies that <« 


manage the Mental Health First Aid USA: The National Council 
for Behavioral Health, the Missouri Department of Mental 
Health, and Maryland Department of Mental Health & Hygiene. 

“Similar to CPR, lives can be saved if more Americans know 
the warning signs of mental health problems in adolescents and 
understand the importance of early intervention,” said Linda 
Rosenberg, president and CEO of the National Council, in a 
press release last year, announcing the program. Youth Mental

ROW”

Edge of Tomorrow is such 
a terrific idea for a movie that 
everyone involved seems to be 
in high spirits, like they all 
have a little pep in their step 
knowing they're making a 
good movie. 

The idea is so simple it's 
amazing it took this long: 
Groundhog Day, but a science- 
fiction war film. Tom Cruise, 
relaxed and loose, plays 
William Cage, a PR hack who 
ends up working media rela- 
tions for the military in an 
ongoing war with alien squid 
monsters. 

(The movie's timeline is a 
little confusing: It takes place 
in a future where we've been 
fighting aliens for years, but 
also features Hillary Clinton 
and Barack Obama and vari- 
ous current television person- 
alities.) As punishment for 
attempting to blackmail a 
superior officer, Cage is sent 
to the front lines and stripped 
of ‘his rank, doomed to be 
killed in battle. 

As it turns out, though, 
when his inevitable death 
comes, he is snapped back to 
the beginning of his day, 
forced to relive it, until he can 
figure out what's going on, 
and somehow win the war. 

Edge of Tomorrow doesn't 
have the philosophical under- 
pinnings of Groundhog Day, 
which was more concerned 
with figuring out the right way 
to live than accomplishing 
concrete goals like winning a 
war against alien squid mon- 
sters. But it's a perfect prem- 
ise for an action movie, 
because we get to watch as 
Cage gets better and better at

killing, at learning what's 
going on around him, at dis- 
covering what, exactly, these 
aliens have in store for. us. 
(It's also funny to watch him 
talk to bewildered onlookers, 
compressing exposition that it 
took him decades of one day 
repeated over and over to dis- 
cover. Imagine needing some- 
one's help to kill aliens, but 
you have to re-introduce your- 
self 45,000 times. ) 

It helps that he meets a fel- 
low soldier named Rita 
(Emily Blunt, who's great) 
who has been through the 
same thing, and understands 
what they have to do. The 
movie is intricately plotted in 
a way that's unusual for a 
summer blockbuster: It sets 
up the rules for this universe 
and then dutifully follows 
them, and the logic of every 
situation, to the letter. It's a 
treat to watch.

With powerful visuals, 
imagination to spare and a 
great performance _ by 
Angelina Jolie, .“Maleficent” 
reworks the story of Sleeping 
Beauty with grace and humor.

Maleficent is a powerful 
young fairy living in an 
enchanted land that borders a 
human kingdom. And in 
terms of enchantment, we’re 
talking “Avatar” levels of 
invention and sparkle here 
(the 3-D is superb). One day 
she meets a human boy, 
Stefan (Sharlto Copley), and 
as they grow up together, they 
fall in love. 

But then the human king 
decides to invade the enchant- 
ed land. Bad idea. Maleficent 
and a host of tree-warriors 
send the humans running. 
The dying king offers his 
crown to anyone who can 
exact revenge. So the ambi- 
tious Stefan meets up with his 
childhood friend, drugs her, 
and cuts off her wings. 

Disfigured and darkened 
inside, Maleficent becomes a 
hardened ruler of the land, 
transforming a crow into a 
changeling named Diaval 
(Sam Riley), who becomes 
her spy and servant. 

When she hears that 
Stefan, who is now king, has 
had a child with his queen, 
she shows up for the christen- 
ing and puts a curse on the 
young girl: On the day she 
turns 16 she will prick her fin- 
ger on a spinning wheel and 
fall into a coma. The only 
thing that can wake her is a 


kiss from a true love. The - 


catch is, Maleficent doesn’t 
believe in true love. 

Stefan declares the baby 
should be taken to a secret 
place and held there until the 
day after her 16th birthday. 
She’s to be cared for by a trio 
of ditzy-sweet fairies (Imelda 
Staunton, Lesley Manville and 
Juno Temple) who resemble 
the Three Stooges. 

But Maleficent finds out 
where the girl (eventually 
Elle Fanning) is taken. And 
she observes from afar. 
Eventually, despite consis- 
tently caustic remarks, she 
finds herself drawn to the 
child she has cursed. 

The great weapon screen- 
writer Woolverton wields here 
is humor, and Jolie’s deadpan 
delivery is extremely effec- 
tive. No matter how hardened 
Maleficent may appear, the 
wisecracks let us know there’s 
still someone inside. 

As usual, humans don’t 
come off too well in this tale. 
Better to hang out with the 
happy trolls and flying sprites 
of a magical world than to 
deal with greedy homo sapi- 
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ens. Such is the escape of 
fairy tales, though, and 
“Maleficent” provides that 
release from reality with 
beauty, wit and energy. 
Children of all ages will be 
amazed.

eAfter dominating per- 
formances in their respec- 
tive events at the Northeast- 
10 Conference Outdoor 
Track & Field 
Championships,

been named the league's 
Field Rookie of the Year 
and Track Rookie of the 
Year, respectively. 

Braga and Muscaro each 
boasted winning perform- 
ances in their respective 
events over the weekend, as 
the former became the first 
Warrior in program history 
to win the decathlon at the 
league championships in 
blowout fashion, while the 
latter took the conference 
crown in her most dominant 
event, the 400m dash. 

A two-time NE-10 Field 
Rookie of the Week, Braga 
has enjoyed tremendous 
success in a breakthrough 
rookie season this spring. 
Boasting four wins in the 
long jump during the regu- 
lar season, the North 
Reading, Mass., native 
placed third in that event 
over the weekend, but it was 
his efforts in the extremely 
challenging decathlon that 


stood out. Braga wrapped 


up the only event victory on 
the men's side by winning 
the decathlon by over 400 
points, winning six of the 10 
contested events (100m, 
long jump, high jump, 400m, 
javelin, 1500m run) to power 
his way to the top of the 
conference. 
Meanwhile, 
added yet another victory to 
her resume by winning the 
400m run - her strongest 
event by far - while also 
contributing to a 4x800m 
relay team that was victori- 
ous on Saturday, as well. 
The NE-10 Female Track 
Rookie of the Year at the 
indoor championships back 
in February, the Ashland, 
Mass., native set the new 
conference record by win- 


~ning the 400m in an incredi- 


ble 54.33 seconds. 

Both Braga and 
Muscaro, along with several 
of their other teammates, 
will bring their talents to 
the New England 
Championships this week- 
end at Westfield State, 
where they will face off 
against the top competitors 
from Division I, II and Ii 
programs from across the 
region.

“We, of course, under- 
stand that no amount of train- 
ing can guarantee horrific 
acts won’t occur, but being 
comfortable with openly talk- 
ing about mental illness and 
engaging young adults, and 
their families, can increase 
the likelihood we may be able 
to help and intervene early,” 
shé said.

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‘ Doctors have long been 
rging patients to be aware of 
hanges to their skin, which 
ould be indicative of illness, 
ding skin cancer. When 
performing _self-inspections, 
seme people may discover 
skin: growths that look 
nsightly or give them pause. 
Dftentimes these growths are 
skin tags. 


- Askin tag, also known as a 
ibroepithelial polyp or acro- 
chordon, is a small, benign 
umor that forms primarily in 
areas where the skin creases, 
ike the groin, neck and 
npit. Skin tags are usually 
no bigger than a grain of rice. 
However, skin tags can be 
larger. According to Medscape 
Reference, roughly 46 percent 
of the population will experi- 
lence an acrochordon at some 
point in their lives. A person 
may have anywhere from one 


to more than 100 skin tags, 
and certain people are more 
likely to develop skin tags 
than others. 


In many cases skin tags 
are just harmless blemishes 
on the skin. However, some 
may need to be removed 
depending on their location or 
if any irritation is present. 
Skin tags often scab over and 
fall off on their own over time, 
but they also can be removed 
quite easily. 


‘When removing skin tags, 
the risk for infection is rare. 
Even though it is a relatively 
simple procedure, and one 
that many people take into 
their own hands, skin tag 
removal is best left to a doctor, 
who will numb the area before 
removing the skin tag. 
Ligation is a technique where 
a piece of suturing thread is 
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z Skin tags are often harmless 


tied at the base of the tag to 


staunch circulation and allow — 


the tag to dry up and fall off 
on its own. Cryotherapy 
freezes the skin tag. 
Electrical cauterization or 
surgical removal with a 
scalpel also can take place. 


If a skin tag seems out of 
the ordinary, grows large or 
changes shape or appearance, 
this may be a sign of some- 
thing more dangerous. 
Consult with a family practi- 
tioner or a dermatologist to 
rule out cancerous skin 
lesions. 


Skin tags are often harm- 
less. But those who want their 
skin tags removed should only 
have such procedures per- 
formed by medical profession- 
als. 


A common type of 
headache characterized by 
throbbing pain on one side of 
the head, migraines affect 
millions of people across the 
globe. Many people who suffer 
from migraine headaches get 
a warning that one is coming 
on. That warning manifests 
itself in a series of symptoms 
known as an aura, a group of 
vision disturbances. In addi- 
tion, migraine sufferers may 
experience nausea, sensitivity 
to light and vomiting. While 
Such symptoms are well 
knéwn among migraine suf- 
ferérs or those closest to 
them, what exactly triggers 
these painful headaches is 
less widely known. According 
to the United States National 
|Library of Medicine, 
‘migraines may be triggered 
by the following factors: 


* Loud noises or bright 
lights 

* Alcohol 

* Stress or anxiety 

* Smoking 

* Caffeine withdrawal 


* Changes in hormone lev- 
els during the menstrual cycle 
or changes triggered by the 
use of birth control pills 
(migraines occur more often 
in women than men) 


* Missed meals 
* Changes in sleep patterns 


* Certain foods, including 
those that contain monosodi- 


What triggers migraines? 


um glutamate, or MSG; baked 
goods; chocolate; nuts; peanut 
butter; dairy products; onions; 
foods containing tyramine, 
including red wine, aged 
cheese, smoked fish, and cer- 
tain beans; and certain fruits, 
including avocado, banana 
and citrus fruits. 


Contrary to popular belief, 
migraine headaches are not a 
byproduct of brain tumors or 
other serious medical prob- 
lems. That misconception like- 
ly'stems from the similarity of 
certain symptoms of a 
migraine to symptoms of 
brain tumors and other seri- 
ous ailments. More informa- 
tion about migraines is avail- 
able at www.ncbi.nlm.nih.gov. 
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Is it possible to prevent cataracts? 


Millions of people are 
affected by cataracts, which 
Prevent Blindness America 
says is the most common 
cause of vision loss for indi- 
viduals over the age of 40. In 
the United States, there are 
more cases of cataracts than 
glaucoma, diabetic retinopa- 
thy and macular degeneration 
combined. 


The prevalence of 


~ cataracts makes some wonder 


if they can be prevented. 
According to The Mayo Clinic, 
studies have yet to determine 
a way to prevent cataracts or 
even slow their progression. 
However, eye doctors and 
other experts say that certain 
strategies can help keep the 
eyes and the body healthy, 
which may keep cataracts at 
bay. 

Regular eye examinations 

Visiting the eye doctor on 
an annual basis, or as recom- 
mended by an optician or oph- 
thalmologist, can help detect 
cataracts and eye problems 
early on. This helps prevent 
vision loss and _ enables 


patients to take proactive 


steps to treat their cataracts. 
Cataract surgery, which is 
now a common procedure and 
can usually be done with local 
anesthesia’ on an outpatient 
basis, is a common way to 
treat cataracts. During 
cataract surgery, the lens 
inside the eye that has become 
cloudy from cataract forma- 
tion is removed and réplaced 
with an artificial lens called 
an intraocular lens, or IOL, to 
restore clear vision. 


Quit smoking 

Smoking affects eyesight 
and eye health. Research sug- 
gests that smoking increases 
a person's chances of develop- 


ing cataracts. The lenses of 
the eyes are mostly made up 
of arranged proteins, and 
sometimes these proteins 
stick together, breaking their 
careful formation and affect- 
ing the transparency of the 
lens. Cigarette smoke can 
damage the proteins in the 
lenses, causing them to stick 


together more readily, 
increasing the chance that 
cataracts develop. 

Protect the eyes 


Always wear sunglasses 
with UV protection, particu- 
larly glasses that block UVB 
rays, when spending time out- 
doors. Ultraviolet light from 
the sun may contribute to the 
development of cataracts. 
Remember, ultraviolet rays 
can be present even when it is 
cloudy outdoors, so make it a 
point to don your sunglasses 
before stepping outside. 

Manage diabetes 

. Although the reasons why 
are still not fully understood, 
individuals with diabetes mel- 


litus face a greater risk of 
developing cataracts, That 
risk may be elevated by as 
much as 60 percent. When 
increased blood sugar enters 
the lenses of the eyes, sorbitol 
forms, and both this and fruc- 
tose can build up in the lenses. 
Increased sugar causes water 
to be absorbed inside the lens, 
resulting in swelling and 
increased cloudiness. ‘ By 
treating high blood-glucose 
levels, those with diabetes 
may be able to keep cataracts 
from forming. 

Improve the diet 

A healthy diet should be a 
priority for everyone, in¢lud- 
ing people at a greater risk for 
cataracts. Eating foods high 
in antioxidants like beta- 
carotene, selenium and Vita- 
mins C and E may help‘pre- 
vent cataracts. That's because 
antioxidants help the body to 
fight free radicals, which can 
contribute to cataracts rales 
in life.
